Ad valorom duties are at all times the mos 
vexatious for the importer, and the most 
unprofitable for the state, yet a system of 
uncompromising: ad. valorem dues, wherein 
ench packuge will have to undergo-a separate 
valuation; seams to be aimed at. Anyone 
accustomed to the work of a Customs-house 
will comprehend how auch “additional 
labour must be throwm on a staff to carry 
out ‘such . system; and additional, labour 
thrown on.the staff means the employment 
of more. hands, and inercased charges for 
labour and, supervision. To take an in- 
stance that falls within, the cognisance of 
overyone, it has been the custom hitherto to 
pass personal baggage free; not only the 
individual was saved annoyance, but a few 
watchers were found able to do ‘all the 
preventive work ‘required.
